A sensational divorce suit has been 


filed In the probate court in which 
Mrs. Eosa Peck Is the plaintiff and 
Robert Peck is the defendant. 


Tne petition states that tbej were 


married Feburary 7th, 18S1, and that 
during all their married life she has 
conducted herself in an ooedient, 
dutiful and proper manner. Four 
children, three boys and one girl, have 
been born to them. 


Mrs. Peck avers in the petition that 


on the 17 ti of October, 1896, the de- 
fendant, while in a state of anger 
threw a t'aacup at her, striking her 
in the face, blacking her eye and cut- 
ting her face so that it left a perma- 
nent scar. 


On April nth 
last he cruelly 


kicked and mistreated her, and on 
last Saturday, May 8th, he became 
angered and assaulted her with a 
table fork, striking her a violent blow 
on the back of the head, from which 
the biood flowed profusely.

She says also that the defendant

sob e the marriage contract and grant 
her the custody of their minor chil- 
dren. Also, reasonable alimony, or 
s part of the property or a share of 
the amount "realized from its sale; 
that the defendant be restrained 
from disposing ot any part of the 
property or from collecting money on 
accounts due the grocery firm.

Ei?ter had on 
iy threa, brick houses daring far bau 
into the eigbtceuth century, and no\ 
has only two, if they still can be calle< 
brick after being covered with woo< 
and receiving large wooden extensions. 
These are the Peavy house, on the Now 
market road, and the old house off Wa 
ter street built by Nathaniel Ladd 
Both were erected between 1720 ant 
1T30, lUc Ptatvy litiune, of which James 
Oilman was the builder, replacing an 
older structure which had been bnriied 
The very picturesque Deunott Gilman 
house, a brick structure with gambre 
roof, which stood about where thoAmo: 
Tuck house now stands, was torn down 
about 60 years ago. The block near the 
great bridge is of nineteenth century 
origin, having been built by Major Sini 
eon Polsom about 1S13. 


Dwelling house architecture first be- 


came a really fine art in Hew England 
during the flush times which intervenei 
between Wolfe'g capture of Quebec in 
1759 and the Revolutionary outbreak of 
1775. It was then that the older cf the 
stately mansions of Portsmouth and 
-Sewburyport were erected. The war 
pretty effectively stopped house bnild- 
JBg, but by 1800 prosperity had returned, 
and New England shipowners became 
very rich. The house building mania 
broke out again in the form of these 
great, square, three story houses of 
which Exeter has a few and of which 
Salem, ifewburyport and Portsmouth 
are full 


The magnates of 1800-10 disliked 


gambrel roofs and had no patience with 
nooks and passages. They were plain, 
downright and utilitarian jaen, and 
they bnilt houses as square as tli3rn- 
selves, with no nonsense about them, 
except perhaps the usually superfluous 
third story. "Were these worthies to re- 
tarn to earth they might appreciate the 
many "modern 
improvements which 


have been introduced in architecture, 
bnt they would be pretty suro to repu- 
diate with scorn the adornments for 
which poor Queen Anne has been held 
responsible. — Exeter (N. E.) News

JSrolntton of,Gunpowder. 


The invention of gunpowder is shown 


by Mr. Oscar Gnttmann, in his book on 
the manufacture ^of explosives, to have 
been most probably an evolution. The 
Greek-fire of naphtha, mentioned by 
early European and Arabian writers, is 
believed to have been a composition 
containing niter, sulphur and charcoal. 
Marcus Grsecns, who wrote in the tenth 
century, gives a composition for charg- 
ing rockets and crackers closely ap- 
proaching that of modern blasting pow- 
der. This recipe is quoted by Albertns 
Magnus, and another one, not so clear, 
is given byBoger Bacon. 'None of these 
writers, however, speaks of the oso of 
such substances in anyway like the fir- 
ing of . projectiles from guns. On the 
contrary, they all describe crackers and 
bombs or maroons, and say that these 
were discharged into towns from bal- 
lisfce or catapults or mangonels for the 
purpose of setting fire to them. 


Mr. Guttmann has found, however, in 


the wardrobe accounts of King Edward 
III of England an entry between A. D. 
1345 and 1349 giving credit to one 
Thomas of Boldestoii for the king's work 
for bia guns, for 913 pounds of saltpeter 
and 886 pounds of live sulphur^ This 
seems to confirm the tradition that guns 
were used by the English at tiie battle 
of Grecy in 1346. Mr. Guttmann decides 
that Berthold Schwartz invented this 
use of gunpowder about 1813. If so, 
Schwartz must have beeu very young at 
the time or else have lived to a very 
great age, for the date of his death is 
given as 1584.—Popular Science Month- 
ly.

FOOD THAT MAN NEEDS. 


A Wlso Combination Necessary to Ke«p 


the Body Iu Order. 


'As in the daily wear and tear of 


life a great deal of the substance of a 
man's body is used up, it is absolutely 
necessary that the repair to the body be 
"arefully and systematically looked aft- 
er," writes Mrs. S. T. Rorer ill The 
jadies' Home Journal. "Then, too, 
man must create heat and force, accord- 
n'g to the climate in which he lives and 
he occupation he follows. A wise com- 
)ination of food is, therefore, necessary 
» keep the body in working order. Iii 
old weather we need a larger amount 
f carbonaceous foods—-fats, sngars and 
rtarches—than we do in summer. In 
the hot climates and during the hot 
months fruit and green vegetables, coii- 
aining the salts" necessary to keep the 
lood in good condition, should be used 
reely. 


'According to our method of living 


in this country, we should take abouc 
two parts of repair food—such as meat, 
ggs, milk, cheese, or, in the vegetable 
dngdom, the old peas, beans and lentils 
—to three parts of carbonaceous food— 
such as white bread, potatoes, rice, ent- 
er, cream and fats of all kinds. Then 
we must have a certain amount of bulky 
ir watery vegetables, such as lettnco, 
pinacb, cabbage, onions and also the 
ruits. In making out u daily ration we 
hould have at the beginning of the 
meal some light dish that may be taken 
lowly, to prepare the stomach for the 
ood that is to follow, then a meat or 
ts equivalent With beef we should 
serve potatoes; with mutton, rice. With 
slackens, either rice or potatoes." 


Products of tlie IVauut. 


Iu Europe this nut has various uses 


which are only beginning to be recog- 
nized in this country, the first recogni- 
ion being that of a Virginia company 
•which handles the peanut products. The 
irincipal products are peanut oil for 
cooking and table purposes and confec- 
lioners' use, peanut cribble for confec- 
tionery, peanut grits for soap, etc., pea- 
nut flour for baking and peanut bran 
for stock-feed. The oil is highly valued 
a Europe, and it is. stated, that fully 
55,000,000 worth of peanuts are brought 
nto Marseilles annually for the niauu- 
'acture of oil, which is used in toilet 
soaps and for other purposes. The pea- 
nut flour is quite extensively, xised in 
Europe and is made into bread, cakes, 
nscuit, etc. It is one of the favorite ar- 
ticles of food in the hospitals of Ger- 
many. The estimated product of five 
tons of peanuts amounts to 233 gallons 
of refined oil, at $U per gallon; 175 gal- 
iOns of crude oil, at 50 cents; 3,680 
xmnds of flour and meal, at 3 cents per 
jound; 3,SO@ pounds of stock feed, at 
iQ cents per hundred pounds, making 
1415.90 iu all. Iu the mechanical han- 
dling of peanuts they are first crushed 
ind cut between suitable rollers. Then 
he cut and crushed mass is submitted 


a hot bath for separating the shells 


ind kernels and finally the kernels are 
dried to separate them from tlicdr skins. 
—Manufacturers' .Record.
